Subject: Authorize award, negotiation, and execution of Amendment No. 1 to a contract with SECURITY 
DESIGN, INC., dba EO INTEGRATED SYSTEMS, INC., San Antonio, TX, for the security system 
upgrade at Austin Bergstrom International Airport in an amount not to exceed $700,000, for a total 
contract amount not to exceed $8,270,117.80. 
 
Amount and Source of Funding: Funding is available in the Fiscal Year 2007-2008 Capital Budget of 
the Department of Aviation.

Purchasing Language: Contract Amendment. 
 
MBE/WBE: This contract was awarded in compliance with the requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 
(Disadvantaged Business Enterprise Program) and Chapter 2-9C of the City Code (Minority-Owned and 
Women-Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program) with 11.82% DBE subcontractor participation 
to date. 
 
Boards and Commission Action: Recommended by the Airport Advisory Commission. 
 
Prior Council Action: On June 7, 2007, Council approved original contract for the security system 
upgrade. 
 

 
 
On June 7, 2007, City Council approved a contract for an upgrade to the Austin-Bergstrom International 
Airport security system in an amount not to exceed $7,570,117.80. This upgrade, which began on July 
12, 2007, includes an access control system, closed circuit television system (CCTV), and conversion of 
existing key-lock doors to a “cyberkey” system that integrates with the access control system. 
 
This proposed Amendment No. 1 will provide for additional cameras for the CCTV system as well as other 
work needed to respond to Federal security directives within an expedited timeframe.
